Washington, D. C., May 25.—[Special.J—At 
fest the senate has reached the sugar sched- 
e and it is in a strange quandary because 
die senators have not discovered the way 
te which to hit the sugar trust and at the 
gamé time leave the independent refiners-and 
growers with the necessary amount of pro- 
tection. 

The chances are the schedule wilt be left 
geverely alone, although if they could have 
weir way fully three-fourths of the senators 
would do something to the trust which it 
gould have cause to remember. 

Beet sugar is made as the refined article 
in a great many domestic establishments. 
ven the so-called raw sugar grades up 80 
high that it would be seriously affected if the 
duty were taken off refined sugar, which is 
the finished product of the trust. Besides 
that the treasury needs mòney and the largest 
item in the customs réceipts comes from 
sugar. 1 

Under the existing law raw sugar which 
teste not over 75 degrees by polariscope is 

at 05 cent a pound. Thie ig not 
5 either by the senate or by the house 
bil. From that basis the duty _ ascends 
Sharply for every degree until sugar testing 
not above 96 degrees is subject to a duty of 
1.685 cents a pound. 

Refined sugar under the present law is re- 
quired to pay a duty exaetly 1 cent a pound 
ip excess of that paid by raw sugar of the 
lowest grade. Both the house and senate 
bills agree in reducing this duty on refined 
sugar by one-twentieth of a cent a pound, but 
this cut is so small that it will scarcely affect 
the profits of the trust.

For both health and economic reasons it 
is of the utmost importance that evéry grow- 
ing town put in water works and proper 
methods of sewage disposal as early as pos- 
sible. Better a good sized debt fer the pro- 
tection of the public health than to have 
an epidemic of typhoid. 

It has been shown that as a town without 
proper sewage disposal and water supply 
increases in population the typhoid death 
rate also increases in proportionate ratio. 
But so soon as these improvements have 
been installed the mortality from typheid 
drops. A town with a low death rate at- 
tracts population, while astown with a high 
death rate drives it away. It pays to spend 
money for means to prevent disease and te 
protect human lives.

delivered the opening argument of the state 
in the trial of Martin B. (“ Sunny) Mad- 
den, Fred A4. Pouchot, and M. J. Boyle, 
charged with conspiring to extort money in 
the calling and settling of strikes. 

The taking of testimony on both sides was 
concluded at noon. At 2 p’clock Attorney 
Short began his address to the jury, which 
he will finish this morning. He will be fol- 
lowed by Aitorney James T. Brady, senior 
counsel for the defense, and then State's 
Attorney Wayman. will conclude for the 
state. It is expected the instructions of the 
court will be delivered late this afternoon, 
after which the jury will retire to consider 
its verdict. 

The courtroom was crowded when Attor- 
ney Short began his address. Judge McSure- 
ly ordered the bailiffs to remove those who 
had not secured seats. In chairs near Mrs. 
Brady, mother of Attorney Brady, were Mrs. 
Short and a friend, and the father of Madden. 


Calls Madden a Menace. 

The assistant prosecutor began his argu- 
ment with a flery denunciation of Madden 
and his associates. He said their operations 
in connection with labor scandals in Chicago 
was a part of the “ octopus of graft that is 
percolating thr 
the worst festering sores that ever has at- 
tached itself to the breast of Columbia. 

Madden was characterized as a menace to

The American Sugar Refining company is 
one of the old type of New Jersey corpora- 
tions. It is capitalized altogether for nearly 
$100,000,000, and yet it has been proved, ac- 
cording to Collector Loeb, to have descended 
to the meanest and most contemptible frauds 
upon the government. 


Frauds Reach Into Millions. 


The evidence now in possession of the Col- 
lector shows that probably for the whole time 
since the Dingley law was enacted in 1897 the 
sugar trust, by the use of fraudulently con, 
trolled scales, has defrauded the govern- 
ment out of millions of dollars in revenue. 
Besides that the duty fixed by the Dingley 
law fully protected the company from all 
foreign competition, so that, not satisfied 
with controlling the market absolutely 
through the tariff law itself, the big New 
Jersey corporation deliberately-and for a 
long term of years encouraged the operation 
of a fraudulent weighing system which could 
neither re been originated nor operated 
without the express direction of the re- 
sponsible officers of the trust. 

Attorney General Wickersham has been 
directed by President Taft to make a thor- 
ouch investigation into these frauds with the 
@xpress purpose of finding some way by 
which the higher officiffis of the trust might 
be prosecuted. Up to the present, as is usuaJ 
in such cases, the entire responsibility has 
been placed upon the poor men who were 
acting as weighers and checkers for the 
eompany.on the custom house dock. 


Paid Secretly for Crookedness. 


There is evidence that these checkers were 
paid secret bonuses by the official cashier 
of the trust. Their pay envelopes were 
marked the same as those which were giv en 
out to the regular chec¥ers who were not 
engaged in crooked work. These envelopes 
to the favored men. however, always con- 
tained more money than was marked in plain 
figures on the outside. 

There probably is in existence, or at least 
there was in existence, some secret account 
bapk which shows the amount of money paid 
by the cashier to these checkers for manipu- 
lating a fraud on the government by the use 
of secret springs hidden in little holes at the 
side of the official scales on the dock. Man- 
ifestly the cashier could not make his ac- 
counts balance unless they contained some 
In the 
Same way it is unquestionably true that 
somebody gave the cashier his orders, and it 
is that somebody the government is endeav- 
Oring to locate. 

There is additional evidence going to show 
that some and possibly all the government 
weighers were implicated in the fraud. A 
man could hardly sit at the scale day after 
Gay and see the company checker reach his 
hand into one of the seventeen holes which 
Were developed when the case was tried in 
Hurt without making some effort to discover! 
What that checker was doing when at an 
Opportune moment he thrust his hand into 
the dark hole and manipulated the spring 
Which reduced the apparent weight.

Owner of Lot Has Deputies Oust Carys 
for Back Rent.

An act of what might be termed The Ad- 
ventures of 16 Scott Street, or the Migra- 
tions of Wilson. Cary”’ was “staged and 
produced yesterday in the rain storm. A 
corps of deputy court bailiffs and an attorney 
armed with sledges stormed the house and 
d@pve to bay two angry women armed with 
a revolver, seven Boston bulldogs, and cats 
and kittens unnumbered. 

In many of its phases the proceéding re- 
sernibled an eviction in the west of Ireland. 
In the street under rain which poured from 
a leaden sky stood beds, bureaus, and baby 
carriages, as they do wherthe landlords 
evict their tenants on the banks of the Shan- 
non. 

The affair was militant from the beginning 
and the women and bulidogs held out until 
their last stronghold—a bedroom on the top 
floor—was ‘stormed by the deputies, who 
broke down the door to the eccompaniment 
of. a chorus of deep throated growls and 
strident meows from the quadrupeds which 
formed part of the garrigon: 


Take House When They Move. 


In a sense 16 Scott street, as applied to 
the domicile of the Carys, is a temporary 
appellation; for it is the custom of the Carys 
to put rollers under their house and move 
wherever the owner can make satisfactory 
arrangements with the 1 ofa vacant 
lot. 

Wilson Cary caused e in the 
neighborhood two years ago, when he trun- 
died his house, a story and a half frame 
structure, from North State street to the lot 
owned by James Breckenridge Waller at 
the Scott street number. Mr. Waller thought 
he had made satisfactory arrangem@ts with 
the Carys for the rent of the land, but neigh- 
bors deemed the movable house Undesirable 
from the standpoint of architecture. There 
also was considerable trouble about the 
moving, but the Carys finajly dropped anchor 
and “stuck” until April 30, when the lease 
was up. 

So far as Mr. Waller could learn, they in- 
tended to “stick” indefinitely, so he ob- 
tained a wrif of restitution: with the aid of 
T. F. Monahan, an attorney, and a jury trial 
before Municipal Judge Maxwell. It was 
alleged by the attorney thet Cary, who in- 
cludes the jewelry business and dog fancy- 
ing in his affairs, had failed to pay any rent.

CHIEF TELLS IT TO MAYOR. 


Shippy Demands Corporations Pay for 
Assignment of Men. 


— 


Chicago's police department has 3.800 pa- 
trolmen, but only 1,825 of them travel beats. 

This startling contrast yesterday was made 
the basis of a forcible protest by Chief of 
Police Shippy in his annual report for 1908. 
He placed the responsibility for the condition 
on the assignment of poli¢demen to sinecures 
outside regular police work. 

The cure he suggested was the recall of men 
in places of that sort and their assignment to 
regular duty, or payment to the department 
for their services, a change that wo permit 
the employment of additional men. 

The report also showed that while the total 
of patrolmen between Dec. 81, 1907, and Dec. 
81, 1908, increased from 3.686 to 3,800, there 
are no more men doing post duty than there 
were twelve months ago, and the salary ex- 
pense of the department has increased from 


$4,822,508 to $5,407,117. | 


Force Useless to Department. 
In his letter of transmittal to the mayor 
and the council Chief Shippy included @ long 
list of men assigned to other than post duty. 
In commenting on it he wrote: 
“ The time has come when this abuse must 
be stopped, and each department should be 
compelled to reimburse this department for 
men assigned to them, as these men are ab- 
solutely useless to me. For that reason, in- 
stead of the finance eommittee: placing them 
on my salary roll, they should be carried by 
the departments to which they are assigned. 
“I do not receive the benefit of their 
services and have $450,000- charged against 
my appropriation which other departments 
should be compelied to pay. The-public is 
clambring for more police protection, and 
there is justification for the demand. 
“Every man occupying one of the above 
sinécures other than actual police duty 
should be recalled to thia department and 
assigned to the duties for which he is ac- 
tually paid, thereby giving the public that 
protection to-which ft is entitled. If this 
cannot be done, let the different 
reimburse me for their services so that J can 
secure more men. It is more men

. The bill was earnestly desired by the busi-

The success in the senate is entirely offset

All Hope Atandoned Early. 


wil hope for securing an amelioration of the 
referendum bill in the senate was abandoned 
this morning after a canvass of the senators 
by the Chicago men on the spot.and by the 
minority of senators who wished to do al’ 
that could be done in helping Chicago out 
of its financial hole. 
There was a conference at noon between 
the men who have been pushing things and 
a footing up of results was made. It was

Springfield, Ill, May 25.—[{Specia!.}—The

tonight when, Representative Behren’a bill to 
prohibit the issuance of saloon license to per- 
sonsmconnected in any way with breweries or 
distilleries was defeated. 

It has been recognised that the house was 
et im its composition, and every attempt 
to handle the liquor question has proved the 
correctness of this theory. Measures op- 
posed to the liquor interests have been de- 
feated and measures favored by them have 
been passed, the principal one, and the one 
most opposed by the temperance people, 
being the amendment to the local option law 
eliminating the township feature. The de- 
feat of the Behrens bill, which was supported 
by a considerabdlé element among the down 
state Republicans, was another evidence.

crime in the precincts to which the officials 
are assigned. The bill mustered but 14 
votes with 18 registered in the negative, in 
which latter sumber most of the practical 
politicigns of the senate wete Included. 


Election Galary Bill Passes. 


The salary bill for the board of election 
*commissioners was passed, amended slight- 
ly in the form in which it passed the house. 
The bill increases the salaries of the election 
commissioners in Chicago from 652.800 to 
$4,000 and of the chief clerk from $4,000 to 
$5,000, and of the deputy chief clerk from 
$2.500 to $8,000. In the downstate cities 
which have election commissioners the Sal- 
aries are graded from $1,500 to $2,500, with 
election commissioners at $1,000. 

Final legislative action was given to the 
house barbers’ bill providing for the examina- 
tions of barbers and the creation of a board 
of examiners, which now goes to the gov- 
ernor. 

The house fire marshal's bill, organizing a 
bureau of fire inspection, headed by a state 
fire marshal, was passed. 

The Helm resolution providing for restric- 
tion of Cook céunty’s legislative representa- 
tlon was postponed until Thursday, 

A dozen bills were landed safely in the 
calendar for third reading, but the rest went 
by the board and were officially ape pee 
dead. In the mortuary list are all of 
Chicago charter bills and most everyth 
else worth while.

Bar Pools in Insurance. 

The house passed two insurance measures 
introduced by Representative Lee. O'Neil 
Browne. One of them involves the Chicago 
board of fire underwriters by prohibiting 
fire insurance underwriting and all pools, 
trusts, and agreement for the regulation or 
control of fire insurance rates. Violation is 
made punishable by revocation of charter 
and by a fine of from 3800 to $1,000, or one 
year's imprisonment, or both. 
The other Browne bill requires foreign in- 
surance companies to file a bond of $40,000 
with the insurance department to guarantee 
the payment of claims against them. 


Other Bills by House. 

Other bills passed by the house were: 

Appropriating $5,000 for the salary of the state 
architect and increasing the compensation of the 
architect’s office from 1% to 2% per cent on the 
total cost of all state work to cover office expenses 
and pay salaries of assistants. 

Appropriating $25,000 to defray the expenses of 
a commission of nine members to revise the mining 
laws and recommend a bill that will be satisfactory 
as nearly as possible to both mine owners and 
miners. Three commissioners are to be nominated 
by the mine owners. three by the miners’ organ- 
izations and three by the governor. 

Appropriating $5,000 to pay the expenses of a 
eommigsion authorized by joint resolution of both 
houses to revise fire insurance laws. 

Appropriating $20,000 for the repair of bridges 
over the Bilinols and Michigan canal on highways 
which existed prior to the building of the canal. 

Appropriating $7,500 per annum for the support 
of a department of mining engineering in the col- 
leg of engineers at the Universy of Hiinots. 

Appropriating $15,000 to construct and repair 
docks along the south fork of the south branch of 
the Chicago river as required by the United States 
government, from Ashland avenue to State street, 
the work to be done under the direction of the canal 
commissioners. 

Appropriating $7,500 to the use of the state water 
survey and imposing new dufles which requite the 
members of the coffimission to make persona! vistt® 
to seurces of water supply of cities, towns, and vil- 
lages to test and analyze the same. 

Amending the registration laws so that every 
voter shall have a hearing before his name is erased 
from the registration list and making perjury out 
of a false statement on a suspect notice. Whoever 
falsely makes an affidavit of a suspect notice shal) 
be guilty, under the law, of perjury and cay be se 
prosecuted. 

Prohibiting the indiscriminate takink of pictures 
for the rogues’ gallery, by making it unlawful to 
make pictures of prisoners not convicted of criminal 
offenses.

COMMERCE COMMISSION ASKED

Minnesota State Senator Says All 
Companies Have Combined to Con- 
trol the Business, 


New York, May 25,—{Special. ]—A general 
attack on the systent of management of the 
principal express companies doing business 
throughout the country has been started by, 
State Senator B. K Sundberg of Minnesota. 
Senator Sundberg has lodged a complaint 
with the interstate commerce commission at 
Washington in: which he declares the Amer- 
ican, Adams, and United States Express com- 
panies have formed themselves into an - 
legal monopoly for the control of the express 
busin throughout the United States, and 
that they’ are conducting such a monopoly. 
in violation of the Sherman anti-trust act of 
1887. He asks the commission to break up. 
the monopoly and fix a schedule of prices for 
the express business which will bear a fair 
relation to the cost of transportation, 
That such proceedings had been degun be- 
came known today when it was announced 
in the State Supreme court by L. H. New- 
kirk, as counsel for John H. Dudley, share- 
holder in the United States Express company, 
that Mr. Dudley wished to withdraw tempo- 
rarily his motion for the appointment of a 
temporary recefver for the company, pending

valuation were demanded. 

What the representatives of the Teachers’ 
federation hoped particularly to accomplish 
in their opposition to features of the original 
measure was to curb the power of the super- 
intendent of schools and in this they have 
been successful.

Good citizenship ig not to be identified with 
partisan politics, though partisan politicians 
are not above ignoring such’ a distinction. 

. ¥ + SA pastor, as the normal and natural 
leader of his people, has no choice in the mat- 
ter! It is part of his comthission from which 
he cannot be released. | 


Church Divided by Politics. 


“It has happened more than once in the 
history of our church that pastors, in an as- 
sault upon institutions sacred to the poli- 
ticlan as reliable sources of personal emolu- 
ment and political prestige, have incurred 
the hostility not only of the politician in- 
volved, but also of the politician's hench- 
men who share the spoil, and also a better 
class of people who want.peace at any price. 
Their compined influence has been sufficient 
to divide the church and make a show of 
reason for the displacement of the pastor. 
The bishop is confronted with a divided 
church, and id petitioned for a man who can 
‘unite the people.’ 

“ Doubtless there have been cases where 
the pastor was, indeed, blameworthy. He 
may have neglected his shepherding of the 
flock for the pursuit of the wolf, and a sheep 
may as well be torn to pleces as starved to 
death. Nevertheless, it still remains for the 
church to show that it stands for the death 
of the wolf even while changing shepherds. 
It is not required of a church to carry the 
burden of an unacceptable pastor while he 
discharges the duty of the reformér. But ft is 
required of every church that it shall not 
find in the pastor’s work as reformer the 
chief or only reason for his unacceptabil- 
. ö 


Active and Sworn Foe of Evil. 


“The primary question is whether the 
pastor of a church and the church itself are 
to attack organized or personal evil. And 
there is only one answer. Personalities have 
nothing to do with it. The church in every 
place is the active and sworn foe of evil. 

“There is not the slightest virtue in ap- 
pearing to be horrified at the ‘holy man of 
God’ soiling himself in the dirty pool of 
politics. That pool is dirty because it is stag- 
nant. It needs heroic treatment to bring its 
foul and hidden depths to the cleanging of 
light and air. 

It is mistaken tactics to talk of changing 
leaders when what is wanted is a cordial 
recognition not of the leader’s infallibility, 
but of the righteousness of his contention. 
The real police of the community is the 
church, not the city constabulary. Every 
saloon and every vile resort is a challenge 
to the police power of the church. A church 
which fails at this point may perhaps get 
for itself the confection of a placid and di- 
verting gospel, but it will also earn for itself 
the contempt of God and of all good men.”’

FAMILY OPPOSED MATCH? 


Maurice Rosenfeld Took Verna Hale 
from Business Career. 


Persisting for several years in making her 
own way in the world, Miss Verna Hale 
findlly accepted the proposal of Maurice 
Rosenfeld of Chicago. Three weeks ago they 
eloped. Yesterday the young man committed 
suicide in a Detroit hotel. 

Difference in the religions of the couple 
and the groom's consequent disagreement 
with his parents are said to have caused the 
act which left the bride of three weeks a 
Widow. 

Rosenfeld, who killed himself with a shot 
through the head, also was despondent. ac- 
cording to Detroit dispatches, because a 
lack of business success prevented him from 
giving his bride more advantages. 


Bride’s Father Wealthy. 

Miss Hale was one of the best known girls 
of Oshkosh Wis., and long had been courted 
by young men of the Fox river valley. Her 
father, C. M. Hale. in addition to being a 
heavy investor in an Oshkosh mercantile es- 
tablishment, had large real estate holdings 
in that city, Neenah, and Fond du Lac. 

“TI have nothing to say about the suicide,” 
said Mr. Hale, in the Wisconsin city, until 
I hear more about the matter from De- 
trojt. Practically all I have now is the news- 
paper reports. I cannot believe, however, 
that the difference in religions could have 
been the only cause for suicide.”’ : 

Mr. Hale refused to say whether. or not 
there had been trouble between his daughter 
and her parents over the elopement which 
preceded the Detroit suicide. The announce- 
ment of the wedding of Mise Hale to Rosen- 
feld at Pontiac, Mich., three weeks ago 
proved a great surprise to the Wisconsin 
acquaintances of the bride. It was not ad- 
mitted at that time that the affair was an 
elopement, however, though this was the 
public interpretation. 

Girl Shows Independence. 

Miss Hale was an employé of the J. L. 
Bondy Wire and Iron Works company, 140 
Dearborn street, at the time she met Mr. 
Rosenfeld. Before coming to this city she 
was a stenographer in the office of the Da- 
vidson theater, Milwaukee, for she did not 
wish to remain at home. However, she fre- 
quently went back to Oshkosh for periods of 
several weeks at a time. 

Mise Hale was known to be well acquainted 
with Rosenfeld, and her parents knew of the 
acquaintance, and also knew 
that she was going to Detroit. 

Rosenfeld took Miss Hale to the residence

Mich., for the marriage ceremony. 
Wedding Surprised Parents. 


There were no family difficulties over my 
boys marriage,“ M. Rosenfeld, the father, 
said in the evening at his home, 4836 Vin- 
cennes avenue. 

“Tt is true we did not know of his inten- 
tion to marry until after the wedding, but 
he wrote to us at once and his mother and 
myself sent him our congratulations and 
several wedding presents. 

He sent us a picture of his bride and she 
is a sweet looking girl. She had been living 
in Chicago just prior to their marriage. I 
cannot understand the motive for suicide. If 
he had been in need of money he knew that 
I would hep him for the asking.“ 

Mrs. Rosenfeld, the mother, collapsed when 
she heard of her son's death. 

Young Rosenfeld, who was only 26. was 
born and reared in Chicago and was a grad- 
vate of the Hyde Park High school. He had 


been a salesman for several Chicago con- 


cerns and only yesterday secured a position 
es salesman for a typewriter company in 
Detroit.

Jackson Park Lagoon Is Dragged Again 
in Vain Effort to Find Body of Miss- 
ing Man. 


Relatives of Benjamin W. Porter, the in- 
surance collector, who has been missing since | 
last Thursday, have given up hopes of see- 
ing him again alive. Inspector Hunt, who 
has charge of the police search, said: 

We cannot find any trace of him after 
2 o'clock Thursday afternoon. If he was 
murdered his attackers left no clews, and if 
he ran away he has covered his tracks well. 

The lagoon in Jackson park was dragged 
again yesterday without results. The police 
and many others have compared the writing 
in the anonymous letter received by the in- 
surance company concerning an attack upon 
Porter, with samples of the missing man's | 
handwriting, and reached different conclu- 
sions. It is apparent that the writer of the 
mysterious note made an effort to disguise 
his writing and there are certain letters and 
words similar to those penned by Porter. 

The insurance company officials say not 
more than $100 of the $200 or $300 which 
Porter had when he disappeared belonged 
to the company. 

The police have found no trace of Thomas 
McNamara, another collector for the same 
company, who has not been at his home, 52 
De Kalb street, since last Saturday. Officers 
who have been working on the two cases be- 
lieve now that there was no collusion be- 
tween the two missing men. McNamara’s 
wife died several months ago and since her 
death his friends say he had been drinking.

of ite piers. 
, Rights of Indians Pleaded. 

The original application from Attorneys 
Cox &nd Johnson was for the abrogation of 
the permit on the grounds that the title to 
the submerged lands still is vested in the 
tribe of Indians which originally owned the 
land on which Chicago was built. The de- 
partment took the position that it is con- 
cerned only with the question of navigation, 
and that all questions of title were up to the 
courts for settlement. It is the appeal from 
this ruling that now is before the secretary. 

Brig. Gen. W. I. Marshall, head of the gov- 
ernment corps of engineers, reiterated his 
opinion that the government could not en- 
gage itself with any question beyond that of 
navigation. He said it was impossible to 
withhold certificates waiving objections to 
pier construction from owners of riparian 
rights who demonstrated that the structures 
would not impede the passage of vessels. 


Koraleski Makes a Discovery. 


Ald. Frank W. Koraleski, who introduced 
in the council a resolution for an inquiry 
into the rights of the Chicago Lighterage 
company, a corporation to be absorbed by the 
Pugh Terminal company, was said to have 
discovered a contract between the city and 
the lighterage company which he regarded 
as significant. 

The agreement covered the conveyance of 
garbage by scows from two points on the 
river near the center of the city to the plant 
of the Chicago Reduction company at Thirty- 
ninth and Iron streets. It was for a year, 
beginning on June 1, 1908, and at the next 
meeting of the council the question of its 
extension on a ninety day renewal clause 
probably will be raised. 

The compensation for the work was fixed 
at $45 a day. a total of $16,425 for the twelve 
months. The Chicago Lighterage company 
was the only bidder which complied with the 
advertisements calling for four deck scows, 
but the point said to be regarded by Ald. 
Koraleski as important was the fact that 
the company accepted monthly payment of 
$1,350 for April, although it had been said 
to have dissolved in March. The commis- 
sioner of public works has readvertised for 
bids, to be reopened on Saturday, for the 
contract for a year beginning on June 1. 


CHURCH EXTENSION PLANS 
„ARE DISCUSSED AT FEAST. 


Episcopalians Begin Campaign to Raise 
$25,000 to Erect and Maintain Mis- 
sions in Chicago. 


A campaign for the purpose of raising $25,- 
000 for Episto De kee extension in Chi- 
cage was begun last night at a banquet of the 
Church club at the Mid-Day club, attended 
by 400 members of the Episcopal clergy and 


laity. 


Bishop C. P. Anderson, as toastmaster, 
called for responses from I. A. Brunnell, 
president of the Church club; D. B. Lyman, 
the Rev. George Craig Stewart of ‘Evanston, 
E. P. Batley, the Rev. Herman Page, and 
Charles E. Field. 

“It is a miserable shame that our repre- 
sentatives have to go to New York and report 
to the mission board that the entire diocese 
of Chicago has contributed only a few paltry 
thousands to the support of the missionary 
activity of this great church,“ said Mr. 
Bailey. “ We mußt listen to the call of mis- 
sions and contribute to the spread of the gos- 
pel in foreign lands and at home.“ 
Resolutions adopted approved the plan to 
raise $25,000 during the coming year to be 
devoted to the erection and the maintenance 
of mission churches in Chicago. A certain 
portion of this amount was charged against 
the various parishes, of the city and a sys- 
tematic effort to obtain the individual 
amounts was urged on pastors and congre- 
gations. ,

Automobiles Used for Carrying 
Mail, Express, and Fas- 
sengers.

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May 25.—How less than 100 
a railroad regen * aed 
to stop practically all train service in a ter- 
ritory 170 miles long and from 25 to 100 miles 
wide was. the knotty problem into which 
United States Commissioner, of Labor Neill 
plunged after his arrival here tonight, 

An emiseary of the national board of medi- 
ation he faced first the race problem, the 
force behind the strike; second, an an- 
nouticed wish of many persons to have Geor- 
lang settle this question by arbitration; 
and, third, the netessity of moving the Unit- 
ed States mails immediately. Within two 
hours after his arrival Mr. Neill was in con- 
ference with General Manager Scott of the 
Georgia railroad. 

A considerable section of this state was 
compelled to rely on automobiles for pas- 
senger, mail, and express service. 


Color Line Is Factor. 

The fourscore firemén alone did not pro- 
duce this situation. It was the communities 
which the railroad served that stopped every 
wheel of the system during the last three 
days; not the officials of these communities, 
but a few men who are sald to have fighting 
blood in their veins, who came forward and 
announced thgt negro firemen should not be 
given seniority over white firemen. 

A settlement by arbitration should not be 
difficult so far as the strikers’ demands are 
concerned, Vice President Ball of the fire- 
men's organization said today, because the 
firemen are not trying to exact a hard and 
fast settlement. They struck because ten 
white firemen were replaced by negro fire- 
men. The railroad officials declare that the 
negroes were put in these positions as re- 
wards for faithful service, and that they are 
within their legal rights. 

The officials of the road were in almost 
continual conference today, and it was re- 
ported that some of the directors strongly 
favored Gov. Smith's proposition for each 
side to select three Georgians as arbitrators.

Big Quantity of Delayed Mail. 


Hand cars, automobiles, and interurban 
cars today made little impression upon the 
8,000 pounds of delayed mails in the Atlanta 
postoffice. Here and there in the strike dis- 
trict a rural postmaster shouldered a sack 
of outgoing mail and after hours of hard 
work reached an unaffected railroad station. 
Reports were current that the federal courts 
might Interfere and place guards on trains 
in order to get the mails through. 

The strikers have announced that they are 
willing to fire engines to carry mails, but 
that such engines must carry malls only and 
not passengers. 


KIRBY SCORED BY MITCHELL. 


Arraignment of Union Labor by Manu- 
facturers’ President Is Condemned 
by Former Mine Leader. 


New York, May 25.—The recent arraign- 
ment of organized labor by John Kirby of 
Dayton, O., president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers, is condemned by 
John Mitchell in the current issue of the 
National Civic Federation Review. 

Mr. Mitchell quotes Mr. Kirby as saying 
that he has been elected to the presidency 
of the National Association of Manufactur- 
ers because the members knew where he 
stood on the labor question. He then con- 
trasts Mr. Kirby's utterances on the subject 
of organized labor with those of President 
Taft, Pope Leo XIII., Cardinal Manning, 
Gladstone, the late Mark Hanna, Potter Pal- 
mer, Wendell Phillips, the late Bishop Pot- 
ter, and Melville E. Ingalls. 

“ Paradoxical as it may appear,“ concludes 
Mr. Mitchell, the representatives of this 
employers’ association decry and denounce 
what they term lass divisions’ and class 
hatreds,“ and then malign and berate their 
fellow citizens who are workingmen. They 
claim the right and necessity of organiza- 
tion among employers, yet deny to working- 
men the right of organization and combina- 
tion. They prate about law and_order, yet 
advocate violence and anarchy; they sug- 
gest the use of the cannon as a means of 
dispersing the workingmen; they malign and 
traduce the great majority of the employers 
of labor who refuse to join them in carry- 
ing forward their unholy and un-American 
designs to destroy the organized labor move- 
ment; and to cap the climax of their incon- 
sistency they impugn the motives and ques- 
tion the intelligence of the religious, educa- 
tional, and philanthropic institutions of our 
country simply because these institutions 
have opened their doors to the organized 
labor movement.”’

ence between the, seller's weight and the 
custom house weight represents as nearly as 
possible the actual fraud which va perpe- 
trated upon the government. 

Up to the present time the outiook for suc- 
cessful prosecution of any of the higher offi- 
cials of the sugar trust is not as good as it 
ought to be. The on beneficiary of the 
fraud was the trust itself. In the last halt 
dozen years it has defrauded the government 
out of more than a milion and a quarter of 
dollars. No checker or cashiér or subordi- 
nate o@icial of any kind could have been 
benefited by this fraud. The money went di- 
rect. into the treasury of the trust and its 
officers and stockholders received the sole 
benefit. The evidence against them, how- 
ever, is purely circumstantial. Up to the 
present the only pérsons actually implicated 
in the fraud have been the company checkers, 
who are really men of the commonest and 
most ignorant class. The evidence which 
fixes the fraud upon men higher up is purely 
circumstantial and it may be that the gov- 
ernment will have to content itself with the 
recovery of the duties, since the statute of 
Hmitations runs, and with the actual con- 
fiscation of the cargoes, or their equivalent, 
on which the smuggling practices were 
adopted. 


Suspects Frauds in Other Lines. 

This discovery of such unblushing frauds 
on the part of the sugar trust has led Col- 
lector Loeb to believe that similar fraudsare 
being practiced in other directions. He has 
been instructed today by the president to 
conduct a special investigation of every de- 
partment of the New York custom house, and, 
if necessary, to discharge all weighers, 
checkers, and inspectors who ln any way are 
responsible for these frauds. 

Undervaluation of imports an articles 
where there was an ad valorem duty fre- 
quently has been resorted to by criminal] im- 
porters. The principal object of the imposi- 
tion of specific duties has been to avoid these 
frauds. A complete system of fraudulent 
weighing of bulk articles and of fraudulent 
measuring of other goods is supposed to have 
existed in the New York custom house for a 
long time, and Collector Loeb’s first duty 
has been made to put a stop to all these 
practices. 

Meanwhile Attorney General Wicker- 
sham has been instructed to go over all of 
these cases with the utmost care, and if he 
finds sufficient evidence he will prosecute the 
offenders, no matter how rich and powerful 
they may prove to be.

day by accountants for the American Trust 
and Savings bank, receiver, and F. W. Allen, 
agent of the New York receiver. 

It was said word has been received from 
New York that amination of the strong 
box of the brokerage concern had failed to 
reveal securities which customers allege 
they had left on deposit.

AID DENIED BY CULLOM. 


Frank Larrabee, Who Would Be- 
come U. 8. Marshal, Also Is 

Given a Sétback. 
Washington, D. C.,°May.25—[Spécial.)—8. 
M. Pitch of Chicago, the Illinois railroad con- 
ductor, who is seeking the federal appoint- 
ment as the naval officer at Chicago, is en- 
countering obstacles in the path of his ambi- 


kins, formerly senator and at present near- 
senator from Illinois, f od the monkey 
wrench into the machinery by suggesting to 
Senator Cullom that he withhoid his indorse- 
ment of Fitch until a certain investigation 
can be made. 

There is said to be nothing serious in 
Fitch’s record, but nevertheless Senator Cul- 
lom has taken the tip from his former col- 
league and announced that there probably 
will be no recommendations concerning the 
‘Illinois federal appointments until the sena-~ 
torial campaign in that state is ended. 


Cullom Asks More Time. 

The senator was at thé White house this 
morning on another matter. During the call 
the psychological moment presented itself for 
the indorgement of Fitch, but it was not 
forthcoming. Senator Cullom said frankly to 
the president that he desired more time to 
consider the Fitch mattér; that he had in- 
tended to recommend him, and probably 
would do so eventually, but he thought the 
appointment ought to rest until the sen- 
atorial situation in Illinois had cleared up. 

Assuming that it le the open season 
for railroad men as far as federal appoint- 
ments are concerned, Frank Larrabee of 
Chicago, another railway conductor who is 
prominent in the union order of that branch, 
has applied to Senator Cullom for indorse- 
ment as United States marshal at Chicago, to 
succeed Luman T. Hoy. 


Labor Union Supports Larrabee. 

He has written a long letter asking for the 
place, and hae stirred up the different divi- 
sions of the Order of Railway Conductors in 
his behalf. Letters indorsing Larrabee are 
beginning to pour in upon Senator Cullom. 
Larrabee in his own letter states that he had 
applied to President Taft for the place, and 
that the president had asserted that he was 
willing to appoint him providing Senator 
Cullom would recommend him. 

Senator Cullom intimated today that Lar- 
rabee would not receive his indorsement. 


TEST GROUND FOR AIRSHIPS 
WILL BE OPENED HERE JUNES. 


Chicago Aeronautic Association Equips 
Experimental Station at Old Harlem 
Bacetrack. 


Under the auspices of the Chicago Aero- 
nautic association an experimental station 
for the building and testing of flying ma- 
chines will be opened on June 5 at the old 
Harlem race track. Experiments will be con- 
ducted all summer and will be followed in the 
fall by an exhibition, the date for which has 
not been fixed. 

The association is composed of fifteen mem- 
bers, each of whom has, an alr navigating 
machine either completed or in process of 
construction. It is not intended, however, 
to limit the use of this fleld nor the buildings, 
tools, and apparatus to members of the asso- 
ciation, but they will be held open for the 
benefit of all inventors who have ideas re- 
garding the construction of airships. 

Capt. Horace B. Wilde will be in charge of 
the aeronautic field. He said yesterday in 
announcing the plans that it was the pur- 
pose to make Chicago a center for aeronau- 
tics and that $18,000 had been raised to buy 
équipment and to carry on experiments.

Failing to appoint Cromwell, the president 
has in mind Je remiah W. Jenké, professor of 
political economy and politics at Cornell 
yniversity. Jenks has talked the matter over 
nn Secretary Knox, but the decision 

ed is not known. 

The fact that the president is considering 
pir. Cromwell for a high public offce is not 
Strange, In view of the service Mr. Taft be- 
eres the New Yorker has rendered to the 
government in connection with the treaties 
-gith France, Colombia, and Panama, as a 
result of which the United States began the 
„construction of the Panama canal. Mr! 
Cromwell's work, in spite of the charges to 

‘the contrary, has been, aceording to the ad- 

ministratlon, patriotic and unselfish, and it 
desires to show appreciation. “Moreover, Mr. 
Cromwell was an ‘ardent. supporter of Mr. 
Taft for the nomination for president, and 
jabored zealously in behalf of his election. 
From his own pocket, he contributed $16,- 
% to the Republican campaign fund. 


Senate Opposed to Cromwell. 

It has been made clear to the president, 
however, that the senate would not receive 
Mr. Cromwell’s nomination with any degree 
of enthusiasm, and that, even if confirmation: 
were secured, it would be only after a long, 
bard fight. 

Mr. Cromwell is no stranger to congress. 
He frequently has appeared before the inter- 
oceanic canal committees of both houses for 
the purpose of explaining the phases of the 
Panama canal affair; and it is safe to say 
there is no living American who has the 
knowledge of the subject he possesses. There 
geems to be a prejudice against the New 
Yorker, however, which accounts for the 
lukewarm way in. which the senators have 
received the suggestion that he should be 
appointed minister to China. 

That Mr. Cromwell would make an able 
representative in Peking is fully realized. 
He is one of the foremost lawyers of the 
country. As the representative of the 
French Panama canal company he has par- 
ticipated in the negotiations for the sale of 
its canal property, and his advice has been 
sought by and freely given to this govern- 
ment in its dealings with both Panama and 
Colombia. It is a fact that Mr. Cromwell 
has received nothing from this government 
for what he has done. 
came to have as high an opinion of Mr. 
Cromwell as his successor has, and he con- 
sulted him, among other things, in regard to 
the libel ‘proceedings which were instituted 
against the New York World and the In- 
dianapolis News. 


Jenks a Learned Man. : 

Prof. Jenks is a younger man than Mr. 
Cromwell, but has high reputation in his 
line of work. He wae born in Michigan in 
186 and was graduated from the University 
of Michigan when 22. He studied law and 
was admitted to the bar, but abandoned the 
courts for the school and taught languages 
at the college at Mount Morris, III. There 
he was married. He was professor of. po- 


. litical scfence and English literature at Knox 


college anfi at Indian& university, and is 
now with Correll. 

His first government work was done as 
an expert agent of the United States indus- 
trial commission on-the investigation of 
the trusts and industrial combinations. He 
was special commissioner of the war de- 
partment to investigate the questions of the 
currency, labor, internal taxation, and police 


‘intheorient. He wasa member of the United 


State commission on international exchange 
and was given special charge of the reform 
of the currency of China. He now isa mem- 
ber of the United States immigration com- 
mission. 

Mr. Jenks’ investigations in CHina have 
made him an expert on the affairs in that 
country. He hat- a warm friend in Tong 
Shao Yi, the adviser of Yuan Shih Kai, the 
viceroy of the province of Chili, whe wae 
deposed from power following the death of 
the empress dowager and emperor. 
has friends among the reigning clique in 
Peking. 


Pogt an Important One. 

It is evident from the character of the 
men Mr. Taft is considering that he looks 
upon China as the most important foreign 
post in the gift of the government. Political 
reasons impelled him to offer it to former 
Senator Hemenway of Indiana and former 
Fulton of Oregon, the declination 
by whom ate + anticipated before the tender 
Was made. John Hays Hammond, who also 
has an international reputation as an engi- 
heer and in the course of his work has been 
compelled to engage in delicate negotiations 
with foreign peoples, then was offered the 
place. 

Whoever is sel@cted finally will be, it is 
understood, a man of force and decision who 


will be able to get the inside facts in connec- . 


tion with the developments affecting the fu- 
ture of the Chinese empire and in whose re- 
ports the government can place the most 
implicit confidence. 

Nowadays a diplomat must, first of all, be 
an expert reporter with a nose for news. 
He must be accurate. He should havea keen 
Insight into character and be broad enough 
to forecast events. In China, where kaleido- 
Scopic changes are occurring, the task of the 
American diplomat is extremely difficult. 
His way is beset by pitfalis. 


America Leads in Orient. 

As a result of the pronunciation by the 
United States of what now is universally 
known as the Hay principles of the “ open 
door and the integrity of China this gov- 
efnment has the foremost position in the far 
east. China and the Chinese people regard 
us with the most friendly eyes and lean upon 
us for advice and moral support to a degree 
not realized by the Americans at home. 

President Taft understands the oriental 
Problem as well as any one at home and 
abroad In Shanghai a couple of years ago 
he made an address in which he declared that 
the Hay principles were as prominent a fea- 
ture of the foreign policy of the United States 
ten as they were at the time they were first 
announced. He has not changed his mind 

ce, 

Indeed, the facts which have come to his 
attention have confirmed him in the belief’ 
that the interests of his country demand the 
continued respect for these principles. While 
all the other powers have bound themselves 
to observe these principles, it is a fact that 
they do not look upon them with favor and 
afe more concerned about extending their 
territorial interests. 

The interests of the powers will be con- 
 Stantly in conflict, and a watchful care must 
de exercised by the United States in order to 
prevent any step which would be inimical to 

policy that has been proclaimed. This 
government is not entirely altruistic in its 
Th to maintain the integrity of China.

Market Shows Traders Unduly Fright- 
ened by Crop Report. i 


May wheat shorts have only four days more 
in which to cover or deliver. The last de- 
livery day for May wheat is Saturday, and 
unless those who have soki May wheat to 
James A. Patten are prepared to deliver the 
actual grain to him on or before that date 
there is only one thing left for them to do 
and that is buy back their option. About 
the only man from whom they could buy a 
May wheat option is Mr. Patten, therefore, 
the shorts are more or less at his mercy. 

It is not believed that there is a large short 
interest in May wheat at this time. In the 
first place, Mr, Patten has been peddling out 
his May holdings for mere than two weeks 
at the rate of 250,000 bushels or more a day. 
In the second place, he already has taken 
in more than 2.000, 000 gushels of the actual 
grain. 


May Settle and Hold Grain’ 

Statistics show that there is somewhere 
between 1,500,000 and 2,000,000 bushels of 
spring wheat in Chicago which can be de- 
Uvered to Patten, and there is no doubt that 
this wheat has been sold to him. 

It the market continues to hold up during 
the next two or three days, - however, it is 
probable that the holders of the wheat will 
settle with Mr. Patten and continue to hang 
on to their grain, reselling it for July delivery. 


Shorts Unduly Frightened. 

Prices yesterday showed that the shorts 

had been unduly frightened by the pessimistic 
reports of Monday regarding the growing 
crop. With the exception of May wheat, all 
the deferred options sold about 1 cent-lower 
than on the close Monday night. 
May wheat, on the contrary, made a new 
high record, which has been a daily occur- 
rence for the last week, and sold as high as 
$1.354%. It did not maintain this price long 
after the opening, selling as low as $1.33%, 
and closing at $1.84, or just % cent lower 
than on Monday.

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LAWYER QUITS DURING TRIAL 


Divoreé Awarded New Yorker 
When Wife’s Counsel Retires. 


WOMAN GIVEN 


A SCORING. 


Martin’s Petition Accuses of Many Sorts 
of Wrongdoing. 


New York, May 25.—[Special.]—The Martin 
divorce suit took an unexpected turn in the 
Supreme court in Brooklyn today when J. 
Arthur Hilton, counsel for Mrs. Etta H. Mar- 
tin, the defendant, angrily withdrew from the 
case, following Justice Oarr’s refusal to 
grant an adjournment. Hilton insisted that 
the depositions of certain witnesses in Massa- 
chusetts were essential, but Justice Carr had 
sent the case to Justice Aspinwall for trial 
after rebuking the lawyer for his show of 
temper in arguing for an adjournment, so 
that what had promised to be a bitter fight 
dwindled to a one-sided affair of an unde- 
fended suit. 

After Lawyer Hilton had withdrawn and 
the jury had been impaneled, Stephen H. 
Baldwin, counsel for Edward E. Martin, the 
plaintiff, briefly outlined the case against 
Mrs. Martin, saying she took delight in love 
affairs with men other than her husband; 
that the latter, a wealthy commission mer- 
chant of Manhattan, had married her when 
she was the simple daughter of a Methodist 
minister, the Rev. Dr. Jay Benson Hamilton; 
and hed condoned her offenses time and 
again. 

Former Servant Chief Witness. 

Mary Ella Woods, formerly employed by 
Mrs. Martin, was the chief witness against 
her. The witness said that Mrs, Martin 
poked fun at her husband, declaring she

married him when her voice was in bed con- 
dition and she needed money; also that her 
style of life was good enough for hér daugh- 
ter and that the latter would be taught that 
she always could come to her mother and 
confess wrong without fear of reproach. 

The child was 8 years old at the time, and 
Miss Woods says, because of its presence 
in the house, she had censured Mrs. Mar- 
tin for her connections with Lem Hall. 

Martin, a small, broken man, was on the 
stand long enough to answer the few for- 
mal questions usually put to plaintiffs in 
such cases. 


Diary Given as Proof. 


The charges, numbering thirty-two in the 
original order signed by Justice Carr, were 
reduced to seven when presented to the jury 
in the afternoon. The names of Dr. Harold 
D. Meeker, son of the president of the Meth- 
odist Centenary College institute; Dr. Will- 
lam C. Woolsey, and Frederick L. Higgins 
did not figure in the questions. These men 
were represented by counsel as defending co- 
respondents. 

A diary said to have been written by Mrs.

The jury disagreed on the first three ques- 
tions—those referring to Frank G. Morris— 
but found Mrs. Martin guilty on the other 
four. She can reopen the case at any time 
within ninety days.

PARIS, May 25.—Maj. Louis L. Seaman, a 
surgeon in the United States army, has ar- 


‘Tived here from Mombasa, where he met 


the Roosevelt party. He says that Selous 
and Cunninghame are the best hunters in 
Africa and that the former président “ is 
having the time of his lite.“ 

Maj. Seaman, who hunted with Dr. Guil- 
teras of New York over the Athi plains along 
the Nairobi river, where Mr. Roosevelt is 
shooting, brought out 150--specimens of 
big game. He reports animals so plentiful 
that after six weeks’ hunting he and Dr. 
Guiteras were completely satiated with the 
sport. When he left, he said, he would 
rather shoot snipe on the wing than ele- 
phants. 

Never have the western cattle ranges 
seen s0 many animals,“ he said. ‘One day 
we counted zebras, gazelles, and other ani- 
mals to the number of 450 within a segment 
comprising one-tenth of a circle. There were 
fully 5,000 in sight. Nevertheless the ani- 
mals are hard to approach, as the herds keep 
out sentinels.’’ 


Finds Lion Natural Coward. 


Maj. Seaman considers the rhinoceros and 
the buffalo the most dangerous to hunt, as 
they invariably charge, which means death 
to the hunter if the animal is not killed or 
crippled, Lions, on the contrary, he says, 
are natural cowards, adding: 

My respect for the lion has ‘disappeared 
since I went to Affica. The lion never fights 
except when he is wounded or driven to bay.” 

The most difficult element in shooting in 
the equatorial belt is the deception of the 
range, caused by the vertical tropical light 
and the altitude. The nights always are cool, 
and it is necessary to wear flannels and to 
keep under blankets.

Maj. Seaman, who is an expert in military 
sanitation, was greatly interested in the 
sleeping sickness. He brought back the first 
news of ile discovery of Dr. Schrin, a Ger- 
man, which completely upsets the theory of 
the English commission that the tsetse fly 
only transmits the malady.. Dr. Schrin 
proved that the fiy becomes infected, thus 
establishing a “ cycle,” as is the case with 
the mosquito in yellow fever. The fly re- 
mains inoculated for fifty days. 

This discovery renders more difficult the 
solution of the problem of extinguishing the 
dread disease, as it ends the hope previously 
entertained of suppressing it by isolation. 
The disease has claimed half a million vic- 
tims, and, according to Dr. Seaman, not a 
single person attacked ever has récovered: 
The chief horror is the long period of incuba- 
tion. The bite of the fiy itself when not in- 
oculated is harmiess. Mr. Seaman was bit- 
ten on the forehead and suffered no bad ef- 


fects.

For Don Gio- 
vanni’s mother was a daughter of Queen 
Cristina by that second husband of hers, the 
extremely handsome Munoz, whom she 
rated from the rank of a private of the pai- 
ace guards to that of captain general or nein 
marshal, besides investing him with the title 
of duke of Rianzares. 

Strictly speaking, it is only Don Giovanni's 
father who has any right to the title of prince 
del Drago, and Don Gievanhni, who is a quiet. 
hard working, unassuming man, who spent 
several years in New York as a salaried em- 
ployé of the stock exchange firm of Taylor a 
Smith, in Wall street, has never made the 
slightest attempt to assume the title of 
prince. The latter would indeed have been 
superfiuous. For when a man owns a name 
so ancient and historic as that of del Drago, 
which figures in every chaptér of the annals 
of old Italy and medieval Home and can 
trace back his descent in an unbroken line 
to the imperial viceroy of Assisi, in 113%, 
Rodolfo de Dragonivus, he can afford to dis- 
pense with a title.

Tribune. II thank Tur Tarsune for its 
editorial on The Three R's." When Mr.
